Boy’s arrest 
solves 15 
burglaries 


Granite City police disclosed 
today that they have arrested a 
16-year-old West Granite City 
boy who allegedly was 
responsible for 15 burglaries 
Since 1972. 

‘Officers said the boy has 
made statements implicating 
three other boys who assisted 
him in some of the burglaries. 
The youth _ burglarized 
primarily schools, but also 
entered houses, two taverns and 
a coin laundry, all since early 
1972 when he was 13 years old, 
officers alleged. 

He named three other boys, 
‘one who assisted him in six 
burglaries, another involved in 
four and a third youth who 
assisted in two burglaries, 
police related 

Burglaries in 1972 included 
two taverns, Prather Junior 
High School three times and Old 
Logan School. In 1973, the youth 
allegedly burglarized New 
Logan School four times and the 
Monday's Maid laundry twice. 
He also is believed to have 
committed two house 
burglaries, one in 1974 and one 
this year. 

Police are seeking the youths 
named as accomplices, hoping 
that the additional arrests may 
assist them in solving other 
burglaries. 

Officers said some of the 
items stolen in burglaries as far 
back as 1973 have: been 
recovered and are being held as 
evidence. 

‘The youth they arrested is to 
appear in the juvenile courts for 
a hearing

The federal EPA’s unac- 
ceptance of the schedule is firm 
enough that the release of 
further funds through the 
Illinois EPA to pay for con- 
struction work on Granite City’s 
new secondary sewage treat- 
ment plant has been held up 


until the matter can be 
resolved.

Unless the city moves im- 
mediately to comply with the 
EPA’s requirement of a higher 
sewer fee rate, and thus ac- 
complish a release of additional 
funds granted by the federal 
government for the sewage 


treatment plant construction, it 
isconceivable the city could run 
problems with the con- 


tractor and a possible shutdown 
of construction work. — 


City Treasurer Paul Rutledge 
said the wil of further 
plant construction funds by the 
EPA leaves the city presently 
without enough money to meet a 
payment for construction work 
to the Tarlton firm in early 

ber. 


According to Rutledge the 
next bill is expected to run 
about $175,000. The city 
presently has $117,000 in the 
construction account, Rutledge 
said. 


Mayor Paul Schuler said the 
federal EPA has informed the 
city it believes the sewer fee 
schedule should be higher than 
it now is.to take care of a 
replacement factor in the plant 
financial structure. The mayor 
said he feels that this is a 
duplication of a depreciation 
factor which was included in the 
‘financial program when the 
rate schedule was adopted. 

“We are now negotiating the 
matter with the EPA and are 
waiting word from the agency 
as to what the city must do to 
fully comply with requirements 
for grant funds,” the mayor 
said. “Right now we can’t take 


any action until EPA tells us 
specifically what it wants.” 

The mayor said the city is 
facing one other problem in its 
compliance with EPA 
requirements. 

“EPA has asked us for a copy 
of our lease with the U. S. Army 
for the land at the Granite City 
Army Installation on which the 
plant is being built. That lease 
contains a provision giving the 
Army Installation free sewage 
treatment service. We now 
understand that any free ser- 
vice is against. EPA 
regulations,’’ the mayor said. 

The present rate schedule 
was approved by the Granite 


City Council in September 1973 
and provides a sewer-usage fee 
of $5.10 a quarter for the 
average household. The cost of 
sewer service graduates up- 
ward depending upon the 
gallonage of water used in 
commercial and industrial 
facilities. 

Under the EPA requirements 
for rate schedules, industries 
must also pay fees that even- 
tually would repay the con- 
struction cost in proportion to 
their share’ of usage of the 
facilities. 

Fees under the present rate 
schedule were placed in effect 
in August 1974 to provide funds

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GC activates 
truck route 


Granite City Street Superin- 
tendent Lionel Portell was 
instructed by the City Council 
Monday night to begin im; 
mediately the posting of 1gth 
Street from Madison Avenue\to 
Benton Street as a truck route 
intended to take heavy truck 
operations out of the downtown 
area. 

The council approved a 
motion by Alderman Steve 
Basarich of the Fifth Ward that 
the truck route, created by 
ordinance several months ago, 
be put into use and enforced 
without waiting for installation 
of traffic signal lights at 18th 
Street and Madison Avenue, 
considered a vital part of the 
proposed truck routing. 

“We created the 
route... Now let’s use 
Basarich said, adding that 
we don't get these big trucks off 
downtown streets somebody's 
going to get killed.”’ 

Portell told the council 
members, however, that his 
department will need some 
engineering work to determine 
the proper location of signs 
directing truckers to and over 
the route. 

“There has to be proper sign 
location to do the job ef- 
fectively. I am going to need 
some help on this,” Portell said. 

Mayor Paul — Schuler 
remarked that he was certain 
Portell and Monroe Brewer, 
city engineer, ‘‘can get together 
to work this out.”’ 

The 18th Street route was 
designed by the City Council to 
move heavy trucks off Madison 
Avenue via 18th Street to 
Benton, over Benton to 
Niedringhaus Avenue and 
thence to FA Route 151. Inbound 
trucks coming from Route 151 
would move in the reverse

direction to Madison Avenue. 

This would take heavy trucks 
off of Nineteenth Street, the 
downtown portion of 
Niedringhaus and other 
downtown area streets. 

Traffic control signals at 18th 
and Madison Avenue are to be 
installed in a city-state project 
in which the state has offered to 
pay a share of the cost. 

Brewer was asked Monday 
night the reason for delay in 
progress on the project, but 
Brewer replied there was no 
delay. He said right-of-way 
problems are being worked out 
for enlargement of the in- 
tersection to accommodate a 
heavier flow of traffic. 

Left-turn signals will be part 
of the new traffic control 
system. 


Basarich also suggested 
posting downtown streets with 
signs prohibiting truck traffic, 
but City Attorney George 
Filcoff said this could not be 
done. He said the ordinance 
creating the truck route over 
18th Street established a route 
over which trucks must travel. 

“You can’t pass negative 
legislation by saying trucks 
can’t travel over this street or 
that street,” he said. He noted 
that truck traffic automatically 
is banned off other streets when 
a specific route for truck travel 
is established, which, he said, is 
the case of 18th Street. 

‘The council Monday night 
also called for “more road 
blocks and barricades’’ to

One of the oldest churches in 
the Quad-City area, the Dewey 
Avenue United Methodist 
Church, 22nd Street and Dewey 
Avenue, Will celebrate its 70th 
anniversary of service in the 
community on Sept. 6 and 7, 
beginning with an hour-long 
parade on Saturday, Sept. 6, 
followed by various programs 
and services during the 
weekend. 

The parade will begin at 4 
p.m. at the parking lot across 
from the church and encircle 
almost all of the West Granite 
City area before returning to 
the church for a lawn party and 
the beginning of the festivities. 

All prices for food and games 
will be set at the 1905 price 
level, including a supper at 5 
p.m. A fellowship and social 
hour will continue until 
nightfall 

During the evening, slides of 
former church events will be 
shown at one-hour intervals for 
all to view in the church 
basement. There also will be a 
large bulletin board with 
favorite pictures taken during 
the years of members and 
former members on display. 

The entire congregation is 
busy completing preparations 
for the observance under the 
direction of co-chairmen Mrs. 
Judy Hinterser and Mrs. Jean 
Hileman who are co-ordinating 
the programs and services with 
the present pastor, the Rev. 
Dan Powers. 

Plans for the anniversary 
include a special talent 
presentation during the Sunday 
School hour at 9:30 a.m. on 
Sunday, Sept. 7, followed by the 
morning worship service at 
10:30 a.m. 

During this service all former 
ministers of the church will be 
accorded special honors and a 
program of religious music will 
be presented by the youth choir. 
The Rev. Dan Powers will 
deliver the sermon and in- 
troduce other dignitaries. 

At noon, the congregation will 
attend the annual church picnic 
and family reunion at Wilson 
Park, Shelter 2. Each family is 
to bring a basket dinner and 
take part in an old-fashioned 
pot-luck luncheon. 

Later in the afternoon there 


will be a baseball game between 
the men and youth of the 
church. Fun games also have 
been planned for the younger 
set with prizes to be awarded 
during the activities. 

The little church on the corner 
became a reality after a group 
of people gathered to discuss 
plans for a Methodist Church in 
the community and formed a 
congregation which held its first 
services in 1902 at Washington 
elementary school 

With continued efforts by the 
initial group, property was 
purchased and ground broken 
for the church building on April 
15, 1905. The cornerstone was 
laid on June 29 of the same year. 

Under the leadership of the 
Rev. L. M. Burkhead, the 
church was organized on 
Sept. 30, 1905, with dedication 
services held on Oct. 22. 

The first of many revival 
services was begun by the 
conference evangelist, the Rev. 
William Carson, on the night of 
the dedication. 

Expansion projects continued 
as the members made plans to 
construct a parsonage on the 
same lot, fronting West 22nd 
Street, in 1920. 

On Sept. 7, 1930, the silver 
anniversary of the church was 
observed with all-day services 
and a noon basket dinner, with 
many past ministers and 
church members gathering to 
recall the many events which 
had taken place during the 
church’s existence. 

Through the years the church 
continued to grow and the need 
for additional room became 
acute. 

Subsequently in 1955, under 
the leadership of the Rev. 
Kenneth Young, the adjoining 
property on Dewey Avenue was 
purchased to accommodate the 
Sunday School classes. The 
temporary educational building 
was named Wesley House. 

The same incentive of the 
initial group of people who 
started the church, continued 
with the congregation as they 
planned a building fund drive 
for the new church. It began 
with ground-breaking 
ceremonies on Sept. 4, 1960, 
under the guidance of the Rev. 
Commodore Grove 

In the intervening years the 
church held its 50th anniversary

The building committee 
pursued its goal of a new church 
building and after much work 
the dream became a reality on 
Easter Sunday 1961. when the 
doors of the new church were 
opened and the house of worship 
was ready for all services.

Wheel tax stickers cost $3 if 
purchased before May 15, but 
increase to $5.50 after that date. 
Drivers who are ticketed must 
pay the cost of the sticker and 
court costs, or a total of about 
$15.

FRANK BERGANDINE 


Former Nestle 
plant manager 
here retiring 


Frank D. Bergandine, who 
has been plant manager of The 
Nestle Company's soluble 
coffee plant at Sunbury, Ohio, 
for the past 22 years and for- 

ly manager of the Granite 

plant, will retire Sept. 1. 

He has been with Nestle a 
total of 46 years and during that 
time became involved in the 
production of many Nestle 
“firsts” which have positioned 
the company as a major soluble 
coffee and tea manufacturer. 

Bergandine started as a 
general factory worker in 1929 
at Nestle’s Maryville, Ohio 
plant which at that time made 
condensed and evaporated milk 
and milk powders. In 1935 he 
joined the plant’s Quality 
Control Research Laboratory. 

Five years later he was 
promoted to supervisor of both 
the laboratory and of 
manufacturing at the Sunbury 
plant, which had been built in 
1939 for the first manufacture of 
Nescafe. Since then this product 
has become the world’s largest- 
selling brand of instant coffee in 
the world, according to com- 
pany officials. 

When Nestle built a new plant 
at Granite City in 1943 to 
produce Nescafe instant coffee 
for World War II armed forces, 
Bergandine first became its 
assistant plant manager in 1944 
and then plant manager in 1947. 

Bergandine returned to 
Sunbury in 1953 to take over as 
plant manager, and wa 
responsible for the first U.S. 
manufacture of Taster’s Choice 
freeze-dried coffee in the 1960's. 
This is now the top-selling 
freezer-dried coffee in the 
country, officials said. He }lso 
managed the first productigh of 
Taster's Choice Decaffeinated 
in 1971, now the leading brand of 
decaffeinated freeze-dried 
coffee in the country, according

were plentiful fo life and jobs 
were for those willing 
to work. 

People traveled back and 
forth between the U. S. and 
Europe quite 
sometimes remaining for 
several years then leaving to 
see their families at home. 

Making a living here and 
life in general was “much 
easier” than in his former 
homeland, he recalls, and 
there were many more op- 
portunities for a young man. 
Before coming to America at 

age 18, he already had worked 
as a stonemason in Austria and 
held other jobs in Rumania- 
Slovakia, Vienna and Germany. 

The work was “‘very had” at 
Granite City Steel when the 
youthful emigree started his 
new life in Madison. There were 
no cranes to lift the heavy loads 
and the furnaces were charged 
by hand, he said. 

He was quick to learn, 
however, and made friends 
easily. Soon he found himself 
able to play the role of in- 
terpreter, aiding his fellow 
countrymen and gthers who 
were unable to speak or un- 
derstand English, 

There were about 200 
Croatians in Madison when Mr. 
Bruncie arrived. Many of the 
other residents were from 
Macedonia and Bulgaria. 

Most worked at the Com- 
monwealth (General Steel 
Industries), American Steel, in 
the Car Shops or rat the ‘‘mill,” 
he said. 

He vividly recalls the heat 
and the “terrible mosquitos. 
The weeds were so tall you 
could walk through them 
without being seen,”” he 
commented. Many people 
were sick from malaria and 
stagnant pools of water 
abounded throughout the 
area. 

Mr. Bruncic has strong 
memories of the disastrous 1903 
flood, and the sharp, decaying 
smell of the dead animals 
floating in the flood waters still 
can be evoked. 

“There were dogs, chickens 
and cows in the water. It was 
very bad,” he said. 

By midnight of the first day 
the water was about six feet 
deep. Regardless of conditions 
he went to work. 

“They said we had to come to 
work anyway we could get 
there," he recalls. So he 
reported to the job each day 
throughout the flood period by 
rowing himself from Madison to 
the mill in a boat, 

Mr. Bruncic married a 
“neighbor” girl in Croatia and 
brought her to the United

The couple had five 
children. One son, Mickey 
Bruncic, was killed in the North

* yn 1901, Mr. Bruncic helped 
to organize the Croatian 
Ledge in St. Louis and two 
years later he was among the 
founders of the Croatian 
Lodge in Madison, which he 
served as secretary-treasurer 
and held other committee 
chairmanships. 

He started operating a tavern 
in 1906 and remained in that 
business until 1945. 

His experiences during the 
four decades were extensive. 
He remembers serving large 
schooners of beer for five cents 
each and providing patrons free 
lunches on the side in addition. 

He still resides in the building 
at 1400 Madison Ave., which he 
purchased in 1916. 

Many colorful dances, 
Croatian plays, parties, wed- 
dings and other social 
gatherings were held for years 
at Bruncic Hall, which was 
located directly at the rear of 
the tavern. The hall became 
widely-known throughout the 
area as a convention center’and 
social-meeting place. 

He recalls how the Bruncic 
family walked to St. Mark's 
‘Church on Broadway, Venice, 
each Sunday to Mass. It was 
the only Catholic church in 
the area, he said. 

Mr. Bruncic said many 
persons helped him when he 
first arrived in the United 
States. He has special fond 
memories of Mrs. Ashley who 
ran a mission on- Madison 
Avenue for a long period of 
time. 

Mrs. Ashley helped him learn 
many things about his new 
country and aided him in ob- 
taining his citizenship papers, 
Mr. Bruncic said. 

A separate and distinct 
branch of the Slav race, the 
Croatian people migrated in the 


17th Century from the area now 

known as Southern Poland to 
the Adriatic Sea coast. 

Their history dates back to 
500 B.C. and the Croatians 
were the first people to accept 
Christianity en masse, being 
converted by missionaries 
from Rome in the years 640 to 
678 A.D. 

_ By embracing the Catholic 
faith, the Croats accepted the 
seeds to a Western culture 
and established a pattern for 
their religious and cultural 
life which endures today, 
even under Yugoslavia- 
Communist domination. 

The Croatian National 
Territory comprises 43,000 
square miles. A census taken in 
1948 showed seven million 
people inhabited the territory 
and an additional three million 
were scattered around the 
world. Unofficial figures now 
estimate a combined total of 14 
million Croat nationals and 
expatriates. 

A national policy was adopted 
centuries ago recognizing the 
Croats as the first pacifists in 
history. Although they fought as 
a nation to defend their lives, 
religion and country, the Croats 
never have waged an 
aggressive war, and survived 
as a nation though small, ex- 
posed and subject to attack 
from dominant neighbors. 

Throughout the Middle Ages, 
Croatia was on a cultural level 
with other Western European 
nations. The Croatians were 
among the first to take ad- 
vantage of printing, publishing 
a missal in 1483 in Venice, Italy, 
shortly after Gutenberg printed 
his first Bible. 

Marco Polo (1234-1323), the 
world traveler and explorer, 
was a native of Korcula, 
Croatian Dimatia. The Croats 
led the way in many areas - they 
were first to translate the 
Scriptures into their native 
tongue, to establish social 
security for laborers, a con-

Sewer repair bills 
subject to audits 


Final payments of sewer 
repair bills to the Finis Ernest 
Co. of East St. Louis, approved 
by the City Council last month, 
still are subject to approval by 
the auditors of the state and 
federal divisions of the Federal 
Disaster Assistance 
Administration, Mayor Paul 
Schuler told the Press-Record 
today. 

The final payments were 
made by the city after resolving 
a controversy over charges that 
the Ernest firm billed $222,500 
for work that was not actually 
performed. 

The council last month ap- 
proved payment of $143,000 to 
the Ernest firm, representing a 
10 per cent retainer fee that was 
withheld during the year-long 
repair of broken sanitary 
sewers by the Ernest firm from 
July 1973 until July 1974. City 


officials said that payment . 


cleared up all existing bills by 
the East St. Louis firm. 

The: payment in full was 
challenged, however, by Lionel 
Portell, city street .superin- 
tendent, who said that a chart 
he prepared showed the Ernest 
firm did not do 50 days of 
dewatering and 47 days of 
bypass pumping. 

Portell told the Press-Record 
that he did not recommend that 
the city not pay its bills to the 
, Ernest firm, but urged that the 
payments be made in con- 
ference with terms of the 
contract. 

“It was my contention that 
the bills should have been ad- 
justed to cover only work that 
had been performed,” Portell 
said. “‘Work that was done 
under union rules requiring a 
full week's pay when workers 
worked only several days a 
week ona particular job should 
have been provided for in the 
contract.” 

Mayor Schuler said that a 
rather extensive investigation 
into the bills by Ernest revealed

The bills were paid by council 
vote upon a recommendation by 
Alderman Clyde Boyd, chair- 
man of the Street and Alley 
Committee.

counting errors. 

Portell challenged the 
$225,500 in bills because he said 
those particular bills involved 
charges that were for work not 
specified in the contract 

‘When the Ernest firm began 
its sewer repair work I was 
authorized by the city to sign 
the work orders,” Portell told 
the Press-Record. 


“The first job was on Amos 
Avenue and I signed that order. 
‘They then went to Boyle Avenue 
and I signed that work order. I 
also signed the order for work 
on Franklin Avenue, but it 
looked like that one was going to 
be a lifetime job. I notified the 
mayor that I would sign no 
more work orders.”’ 

Portell said that further work 
orders were signed by Alder- 
man Emerald Dawes, who then 
was chairman of the Street and 
Alley Committee, and by 
Casmer Skubish, city inspector 
for sewer repairs. 

Portell said he discovered 
discrepancies in the charges as 
the bills began coming in. He 
compared the listed work with a 
log kept by Skubish. He said he 
drew upa chart and presented it 
to Mayor Schuler, City Clerk 
Robert Stevens and City 
Treasurer Paul Rutledge. 

Discussions then began 
between city officials and the- 
Ernest firm vice-president, 
Richard Sage, to resolve the 
discrepancies. 

Mayor Schuler explained that 
the payments approved by the 
city are subject to review by the 
auditors of the flood disaster 
agency because the city has 
received flood disaster funds 
from FDDA to help finance cost 
of the sewer repairs. The Ernest 
firm repaired 17 Granite City 
sewer breaks under contract. 


Protective measures 
urged against disease 


Harvey J. Dominick, en- 
tomologist with the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, 
urged immediate preventive 
measures be taken in the 
Illinois bistate metropolitan 
region to avoid an outbreak of 
mosquito-carried encephalitis 
(sleeping sickness) 

Dominic said “The presence 
of the virus of St. Louis 
encephalitis. in the bird 
population, coupled with large 
concentration of the northern 
house mosquito, the chief 
carrier of the disease in Illinois, 
indicates there is a distinct 
possibility of a major outbreak, 
especially in Southern Illinois.” 

It was learned this week that 
Fermin Gonzales, 72, of Granite 
City, a patient in Jewish 
Hospital, St. Louis, since Aug. 
18, is believed by his physician 
to have encephalitis. Results of 
laboratory tests will not be 
available for about three weeks, 
a hospital spokesman said. 

Dominick said that data 
gathered during field surveys 
conducted in Southern Illinois 
and processed by the Vector 
Borne Disease Division of the 
Communicable Disease Center 
(CDC) in Ft. Collins, Colo., 
“indicates that there is a high 
level of virus activity for St 
Louis encephalitis in Southern 
Nllinois, and immediate 
preventive and corrective 
measures should be initiated.” 

The CDC report shows that, of 
61 birds collected in Eldorado, 
I, 18 per cent were carrying 
the virus. This is considered to 


be of epidemic proportion in the 
bird population. 

Of 46 birds, collected in 
Belleville, 6.5 per cent were 
carrying the virus. Dominick 
said the birds checked included 
sparrowsstarlings and 
grackles. 

The disease is spread to 
humans by mosquitos which 
bite the infected birds then bi 
humans, Among the symptoms. 
are nausea, headaches and 
muscle and joint pains similar 
to flu. There is no vaccine for 
the disease. 

Persons over 50 years old, 
those usually affected by the St. 

s , Which is one of 

and 

those who suffer from chronic 

diseases, are urged to take 

special precautions against 
mosquito bites. 

Health officials also urge 
immediate elimination of 
standing water, high weeds, 
hanging vegetation, spillover 
from septic tanks and other 
breeding and hiding places for 
mosquitos. 

Protective clothing and insect 
repellent should be worn, 
especially by those over 50, 
when outdoors between the 
hours of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

Most area communities have 
intensified their mosquito 
abatement programs. The 
deaths of three persons in 
Illinois and at least 14 suspected 
cases, reported since mid-July, 

been attributed to the

Congressional study due on natural 
gas shipment from Alaskan fields

Washington — Congress this 
winter will consider whether to 
bring natural gas from Alaska 
to Illinois in a 3,489-mile 
pipeline or ship it as a liquid in a 
fleet of eight to 11 tankers to 
California. 

Either of the proposed major 
systems could deliver 2.5 billion 
cubic feet daily to the gas-short 
lower 48 states in 1981. The 
competing systems are feasible 
and quite-comparable in costs, 
according to a Department of 
Interior analysis made by a 
private study team. 

The analysis, called a 
“working paper,’ went to 
Congress Aug. 18, The final 
report is due on Capitol Hill 
Nov. 16 for congressional 
consideration. 

The liquid natural gas 
system, with its tanker fleet to 
carry LNG plus plants to liquify 
the gas in Alaska and regasify it 
in California, would be an all- 
American enterprise. The all- 
pipeline system traversing 
Canada would, involve that 
country. Some difference in 
costs would result 

The study puts a price tag of 
$5.6 billion on the LNG system 
whereas the pipeline comes out 


to be $6.2 billion, of which $5 
billion would be the U.S. share. 

Annual operation and 
maintenance costs are $109 
million for the LNG carrier fleet 
and plants. Pipeline operation 
and repair would cost a total of 
$57 million and the U.S. would 
pick up the tab for $47 million of 
this. 

The LNG system would, of 
course, pay no Canadian taxes. 
It is expected, however, that 
Canada would assess the U.S. 
$167 million a year in ad 
valorum taxes on the pipeline. 

Shrinkage, in British thermal 
units, would be 11 per cent for 
the tanker operation, but the 
pipeline would hold this loss to 
7.5 per cent. 

‘As envisaged in the depart- 
ment's draft study for 
Congress, the Alaska-Canada 
pipeline would start at Prudhof 
Bay on Alaska's north slope, 
run 195 miles before entering 
Canada in the MacKenzie Delta, 
traverse Canada for 2,156 miles 
through a control station in 

lgary and exit Canada in 

skatchewan, then, follow. a 
1,138-mile U.S. route to ter- 
minate south of Chicago. 

The Alaskan and Canadian 
sections of buried and chilled 48- 
inch outside diameter pipeline 
would be of “Artic toughness”. 


The U.S#portion would be 42- 
inch pipe. All pipe would be 
fabricated of X-70 grade steel 
and made to carry 1,680 pounds 
per square inch of ure. 

Six maintenance districts 
with a central control station 
would be established. They 
would communicate by 
microwave radio. Operation 
and maintenance would be 
conducted from compressor 
and maintenance stations all 
along the system. 

Canada would put one billion 
cubic feet of gas a day into the 
pipeline at MacKenzie, mixing 
it with the U.S. gas from 
Alaska, and withdraw an equal 
volume at its Calgary control 
station for delivery to its own 
eastern markets. No Candaian 
gas would be delivered to the 
United States. 

Nine contractors could be 
employed on the project. New 
construction camps for the life 


‘of the job would be set up along 


the route and their cost would 
be written off over the life of the 
contract. 

Work would start on the 
Alaskan and Canadian sections 
at the same time, next January, 
but it would be three more years 
before the U.S. phase would get 
underway. This schedule would

If Congress should approve 
the pipeline and all should go as 
set out in the working study, the 
“first startup’? to get gas 
flowing would come in May,

St. Elizabeth 
School fixes 
lunch policy 


St. Elizabeth School has 
announced its policy for free 
meals, free milk and reduced 
meals for children unable to pay 
full price of meals and milk 
served under the national 
school lunch and special milk 
program. 

Local school officials have 
adopted the following family 
size and income criteria for 
determining eligibility: 

For a family of one, the limit 
of income for free meals and 
free milk is $3,230, while the 
limit on family income for 
reduced price meals is $4,520; 
family of two, $4,240 and $5,930; 
three, $5,250 and $7,350; four 
$6,260 and $8,770; five, '$7,190 
and $10,060. 

Six, $8,110 and $11,360; seven, 
$8,950 and $12,530; eight, $9,790 
and $13,700; nine, $10,550 and 
$14,770; ten, $11,310 and $15,840; 
eleven, $12,060 and $16,890, and 
twelve, $12,810 and $17,940. For 
each additional family member 
the income limit for free meals 
and free milk increases $750, 
and for reduced price meals 
increases $1,050. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below the levels 
shown are eligible for free 
meals, free milk and reduced 
meals. In addition, families not 
meeting these criteria but with 
other unusual expenses due to 
unusually high medical ex- 
penses, Shelter costs in excess 
of 30 per cent of income, special 
education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition of 
a child, and disaster or casualty 
losses are urged to apply. 

Application forms are being 
sent to all homes in a letter to 
parents. Additional copies are 
available at the principal's 
office in each school. The in- 
formation provided on the 
application is confidential and 
will be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted 
at any time during the year. 

Authorities must consider 
both the income of the family 
during the past 12 months and 
the family’s current rate of 
income to determine which is 
the better indicator of need for 
free or reduced price meals to 
reflect family wage earners’ 
present level of employment. 

In certain cases foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has 
foster children living with them 
and wishes to apply for such 
meals and milk for them, it 
should contact the s¢hool. 

All children are treated the 
same regardless of ability to 
pay. In the operation of child 
nutrition programs, no child 
will be discriminated against 
because of his race, sex, color, 
or original origin.

Formula threatens to cut 
Illinois freatment funds

Washington A Senate 
formula, if finally approved, 
would cost Illinois $110.3 million 
in water pollution control funds 
allocated for construction of 
sewage treatment plants. 

The formula, however, could 
die along with the Public Works 
Employment Act of 1975, to 
which it was added by Sen. 
Herman E. Talmadge (D-Ga.) 
on a 60 to 35 vote July 29. 

The House had passed a 
similar bill on May 20 without 
such an amendment. 

The two bills differ in other 
respects and must be reconciled 
by a House-Senate Conference 
Committee after the August 
Congressional recess. 

Conferees have not been 
appointed, Congressional 


“sources said. 


The Administration is wary of 
both bills, fearing they could 
overstimulate the economy and 
lead to a new wave of inflation. 
A Presidential veto is a strong 
probability. 

If the Talmadge Amendment 
stands, Illinois would be the 
fourth hardest-hit state, 
dropping from $571.7 million to 
$461.4 million in the* formula 
change. 

In debate, Talmadge said his 


amendment would change the 
formula used to allocate among 
the states $9 billion in 
previously impounded water 
pollution control funds. 

The Water Pollution Control 
Act, passed in 1972, made $18 
billion available for fiscal years 
1973, 1974 and 1975 to aid the 
states in building sewage 
plants. 

But $9 billion of this sum was 
impounded. 

The administration earlier 
this year released $4 billion of 
the impounded funds and the U. 
S. Supreme Court recently 
ordered release of the 
remaining $5 billion.” 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency had planned 
to allocate the funds on the 
basis of a 1971 ‘needs survey,” 
which since is said to have been 
too hastily done. EPA has since 
recommended a new formula 
based half on state population 
and half on state need as 
determined by a 1974 survey. 

Talmadge said the old for- 
mula would “‘shortchange many 
states and provide windfalls for 
others.” 

He argued that his lew for- 
mula was more equitable. 

“Thirty-three jurisdictions 
will benefit from passage of the 
amendment,” Talmadge said. 
“Seventeen will realize 


deductions in their allocations, 
As I pointed out earlier, under 
the old formulas, 10 states 
would receive almost two-thirds 
(64 per cent) of the funds. Under 
my amendment, they would still 
receive more than half (53 per 
cent.) 

Sen. Jacob K. Javits (R- 
N.Y.), opposing Talmadge, 
asserted that his amendment 
“neatly cuts the heart out of the 
industrial states in order to help 
the smaller or rural states." 

Most of the states suffering 
decreases under the Talmadge 
amendment were in the Nor- 
theast or on the Great Lakes. 

Five of the hardest hit were in 
EPA’s Region 5, the Lakes 
Area. Michigan suffered most 
with a $27.95 million cut. 
Regionally, Illinois was second 
with its $110.8 million cut. Other 
cuts in Region Five were 
Indiana, $55.6 million; Min- 
neseta, $24.2 million; and Ohio, 
$40.6 million. Only Wisconsin 
gained, $36.6 million. 

Under the new formula, 
Texas gained most, $257.6 
million. Talmadge’s home state 
of Georgia gained $81.6 million. 

Both Sen, Charles H. Percy 
(R-Ill.) and Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, (D-Ill.) voted to 
table the Talmadge motion, and 
when that was defeated, voted 
against his amendment.

“We also need families who 
will donate household furniture, 
linen, dishes and _ other 
housekeeping items for their 
apartments,” Mrs. Butler said. 
“The students don’t have these 
things,” she added. 

Students will begin arriving 
around Sept. 10, Mrs. Butler 
said, but some have been known 
to arrive earlier, 

A fall picnic, which includes 
both host families and all in- 
ternational students, is 
scheduled Oct. 5 at the 
Westerner Club in East Alton. 
Activities are held throughout 
the year for students and their 
host families. 

In her plea for host families, 
Mrs. Butler said it’s an 
enriching experience for the 
families because they not only 
meet their own student, but 
students from all over the 
world.

Thanks to the mammoth appreciation 
in March, State

A total of $28,480 was contributed in 
conjunction with the dinner, which cost over 
$10,000 to provide. His $19,058 campaign

On March 14, 1973, Pr 
Nixon sent to Congre 
message on the federal system 
of criminal justice for which he 
proposed a sweeping reform 
under the name “*Criminal Code 
Reform Act of 1973." 

The bill was sent to Congress 
on March 22, introduced as S. 
1400 on March 28 and then 
referred to the Committee on 
the Judiciary 

That bill attracted very little 
attention from anyone until 
Senator Edmund S. Muskie, in a 
speech al Frostburg (Md.) 
State College, blew the whistle 
on it by calling it “A National 
Security Act,” which he said is 
the “lastest attempt to stifle the 
flow of official information to 
the public.” 

The newspaper business was 
alerted to this threat for the 
first time, we believe, by two 
full pages of comment by 
Muskie and others in E&P April 
21, 1973 

At least one bill to amend the 
Federal Criminal Code has been 
hanging around the Judiciary 
Committee with little change 
ever since, but it has not been 
dormant or forgotten. It is now 
known as'S.1 

The American Newspaper 
Publishers Association and just 
about everyone else has ob- 
jected to numerous sections of 
the bill because it would 
broaden the exposure of the 
press to criminal prosecution 
and would operate as a 
significant deterrent to the 
release of governmental in- 
formation to the press. 

S.1 was introduced Jan. 15 
this year by Sen. McClellan as a 
compromise version of two 
revision bills introduced, but 
never acted upon in the 93rd 
Congress — a former S.1 by 
McClellan and S. 1400, the 
administration’s bill introduced 
by Sen. Hruska. 

‘The new bill reflects changes 
brought about through hearings 
jin. the 93rd Congress and by 
objections from various groups, 
including the press. 

On Jan. 14 ANPA, through its 
general counsel, submitted its 
objections along with recom- 
mended new language for the 
bill to’ the counsel for the 
‘Judiciary Committee. % 

ANPA also asked for the 
opportunity to ,appear at 
committee hearings if action is 
taken on the legislation. 


Sole sponsor in the Illinois Senate of 34 
and 64 House bills in 
Vadalabene helped sponsor more than 75 
other proposals and was a frequent par- 
ticipant in Assembly committee hearings at 
which his constituents testified.

The American Society of 
Newspaper Editors endorsed 
the ANPA position in a separate 
letter to subcommittee counsel. 

‘There was a meeting of media 
representatives June 4 in 
Washington to discuss sections 
of the bill which would impose 
heavy restrictions on the press 
— particularly Section 1121 
dealing with espionage. 

Section 1122 dealing with 
offenses involving disclosure of 
national defense information, 
Section ‘1123 involving 
mishandling of national defense 
information, 

Section 1124 dealing with 
unlawfully disseminating 
classified information, and 
Section 1128 providing the 
definitions for those terms. 

A draft of revisions, other 
comments and suggestions 
were studied July 2 at a meeting 
of a special drafting sub- 
committee consisting of ANPA 
General Counsel Arthur B 
Hanson, Fred Graham and Jack 
Landau of the Reporters 
Committee for Freedom of the 
Press, and ASNE General 
Counsel Richard M. Schmidt

There are at present at least 
seven federal statutes providing 
criminal sanctions against 
disclosure of defense secrets 
and other classified in- 
formation. 

S.1 has attempted to reduce 
them all to one piece of 
legislation and, as a result, 
contains some language not 
contained in the o1 als. 

For instance, Section 1123 
dealing with “mishandling of 
national defense information’’ 
says a “person is guilty of an 
offense (1) being in authorized 
possession or control of national 


Bicentennial 


Gov. Dan Walker Wednesday 
signed the American Bicen- 
tennial Celebration Act, per- 
mitting local governments .to 
use their general revenue funds 
to help celebrate the nation’s 
200th birthday. 

The legislation, Senate Bill 
458, was sponsored by Sen. Sam 
Vadalabene (D-Edwardsville). 

Gov. Walker said: ; 

““The 200th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence is 
everyone’s celebration: 


defense information if he (A) 
engages in conduct that causes 
its los@ destruction, or theft, or

“(B) fails to report promp- 
tly... its communication to a 
person who is not authorized to 
receive it; 

“ (2) being in 
unauthorized possession or 
control of national defense 
information, if he: (A) engages 
in conduct that causes its loss, 
destruction, or theft, or its 
communication to another 
person who is not authorized to 
receive it,’’ etc 

That clearly amounts to 
prior restraint on publication 
no matter how a reporter or 
editor came into possession of 
information.

It is the suggestion of the 
newspaper committee that 
references to ‘‘unauthorized 
possession”’ and “com- 
munication” under chapter (2) 
be eliminated. 

The subject is a complicated 
one but it demands the intense 
interest of all communications 
media. 

The present bill would not 
only punish government of- 
ficials and employes for 
disclosing defense or classified 
information but would also 
punish reporters and editors for 
making public unauthorized 
information. 

This “country has come 
through World War II, Korea, 
Vietnam and a series of other 
crises in’ the last 35 years 
without a ‘‘National Secrets 
Act” of this stringency and we 
don’t need one now.

Union growth paced by government workers 


(Bureau of 
Labor Statistics) 

Membership in labor unions 
and public and_ professional 
employe associations with 
headquarters in the United 
States rose to 24.2 million in 
1974, an increase of 1.1 million, 
or 4.8 per cent, over 1972, ac- 
cording to preliminary findings 
newly available. 

These measures include some 
membership outside the U. S., 
mostly in Canada. 

A significant proportion of the 
gain was attributable to a 
continued rise in the number of 
organized government workers, 
primarily state and local. 

During the two-year period, 
national and international labor 
unions added 700,000 members 
to their rolls —4he greatest two- 
year gain since 1966-68 — in- 
creasing their total 3.4 per cent 
to 21.6 million members. 

The membership of employe 
associations, which rose 17.5 
per cent, reached 2.6 million, an 
increase of almost 400,000 since 
1972. Almost four-fifths of the 
increase was reported by the 
National Education Associa- 
tion. 

Information on labor 
organization membership was 
provided to the BLS by 173 
unions and 36 professional and 
state ‘public employe 
associations for the for- 
thcoming Directory of National 
Unions and Employe Associa- 
tions, 1975. 

Union and employe associa- 
tion membership in the U. S. 
(excluding Canadian mem- 
bership) rose from 21.7 million 
in 1972 to 22.8 million in 1974. 

As a proportion of the total 
labor force, membership of both 
types of organizations 
creased slightly (24.3 to 24.5 per 
cent) over the two-year period, 
reversing a recent downward 
trend. 

As a proportion of em- 
ployment in nonagricultural 
establishments, however, 
membership continued to 
decline — from 29.4 per cent in 


1972 to 29.1 per cent in 1974. 

Successful organizing activity 
in and outside the United States 
continued in the public sector, 
where over 800,000 new 
members were recruited since 
1972 — about three-quarters of 
the overall increase. 

As in 1972, association 
members outnumbered those in 
unions at the state and local 
levels but were little 
numerical significance in the 
federal government. 

Union and _ association 
members employed in white- 
collar occupations numbered 
5.9 million in 1974, and increase 
of 673,000 over the two-year 
period. 

Workers in these occupations 
now constitute 24.3 per cent of 
all members, compared with 
22.6 per cent in 1972 and 21.8 per 
cent in 1970. Employe 
associations claimed more than 
one-third of all white-collar 
members. 

The number of women 
members increased over the 
two-year period by almost 
300,000 to six million. As a 
proportion of total membership, 
women have remained stable at 
24.9 per cent since 1972 and 
increased only one per cent 
during the four-year period of 
1970-74. Slightly less than one- 
quarter of all women members 
belonged to employe associa- 
tions. 

Union membership in the 
United States rose sub- 
stantially — by 661,000 — over, 
the past two years, compared 
with the 54,000 gain ex- 
perienced between 1970 and 
1972. Membership grew at the 
fastest rate since the 1966-68 
period when the total rose by 
almost one million, 

Employment, however, 
grew even more rapidly, 
resulting in a slight decline 
since 1972 in the proportion of 
organized workers in the 
labor force and in 
nonagricultural establish- 
ments.

Winter Wonderland 
Rights, responsibilities have

Reading, ’riting and ‘rith- 
metic the three “‘R’s’’ — at 
one time summarized the 
subjects to be covered in one’s 
schooling 

But the curriculum is much 
more diverse for those who 
reported this week to start 1975- 
76 classes in the Quad-Cities. 
And there is a fourth “R'’ — 
rights — and a fifth as well — 
responsibilities of students. 

Some of this year’s course 
requirements are fixed by the 
state law 

The School Code of Mlinois 
requires the following subjects 
to be taught in public schools 

1, English. 

2. Patriotism, principles of 
representative government, 
proper use of the flag and the 
methods of voting. 

3. Pliysical education and 
training 

Health education. 
Consumer education. 
Conservation and ecology 

. Safety education. 

8. History of the 
States. 

9. Driver education. 

An expanded second edition of 
the Illinois booklet on students 
has just been issued by State 
Education Supt. Joseph M 
Cronin, who stresses that 
pupils, as U. S. citizens, are 
guaranteed certain individual 
rights and have corresponding 
individual responsibilities. 

“Parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators have a_respon- 
sibility, indeed a duty, to 
protect the rights of students 
while maintaining an 
educational atmosphere con- 
ducive to the teaching and 
learning process,”” he relates. 

“The concept of balancing the 
rights of the individual with the 
rights of society is as valid in 
the educational community as 
in the larger community. 

“There are certain special 
responsibilities required of a 
citizen who is a student in 
school: 

1. “To become informed of 
and adhere to reasonable rules 
and regulations established by 
local boards of education and 
implemented by school ad- 
ministrators and teachers. 

2. “To respect the rights and 
individuality of other students 
and school administrators and 
teachers. 

3. “To refrain from libel, 
slanderous remarks, and un- 
necessary obscenity in verbal 
and written expression. 

4. “To dress and groom in a 
manner that meets reasonable 
standards of health, cleanliness 
and safety. 

5. “To be punctual and 
present in the regular or 
assigned school program to the. 
best of one’s ability.

6. “To refrain from gross 


disobedience or misconduct or 
behavior that materially and 
substantially disrupts the 
educational process. 

7. “To.maintain the best 
possible level of academic 
achievement. 

8. “To respect the reasonable 


exercise of authority by school 
administrators and teachers in 
maintaining discipline in the 
school and at school sponsored 
activities.” 

Equal rights are emphasized 
in the listing of students’ 
privileges 

“Recent federal law places 
many restrictions on 
discrimination on the basis of 
sex 

“No educational services or 
programs may be denied on the 
basis of sex; all courses and 
classes that were traditionally 
‘male’ or ‘female’ (such as 
industrial mechanics or home 
economics) must be available 
to all, students, regardless of 
gender 

“Extracurricular — activities 
also must be open to all 
students. 

“The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has 
recently issued rules, however, 
that permit ‘separate teams of 
each sex where selection for 
such teams is based upon 
competitive skill or the activity 
involved is a contact sport 

“Schools must provide equal 
athletic opportunity for 
members of both sexes, in- 
cluding the factors of 
programming, equipment and 
supplies, travel allowances, and 
other services and facilities,” 
the handbook explains. 

Another of the “student billof 
rights” involves personal ap- 
pearance. 

“Students have the right to 
dress and groom themselves 
according to their (or their 
parents’) personal tastes — as 
long as such dress and 
grooming does not present 
health or safety hazards or 
substantially ‘disrupt the 
educational process. 

“Dress and grooming codes 
must not restrict this right for 
any other reasons, even if the 
code is drafted by a student or 
community group.” 

In summary, ‘‘Individual 
differences in dress and 
grooming preferences must be 
respected as a personal 
freedom.” 

By a landmark U. S. Supreme 
Court decision in 1969, there no 


_ longer is any doubt about the 


fact that students in school as 
well as out of school are 
“persons” under the Con- 
stitution, They are possessed of 
fundamental rights that must 
be respected, just as they must 
respect their obligations. 

The right of free speech and 
expression includes political, 
social and critical views, 
subject to reasonable regulation 
of the time and place, and also 
subject to school authorities’ 
right to block ‘‘material 
disruption of the educational 


process. 

Unpopularity of an issue does 
not in itself constitute disrup- 
tion. But students with strong 
opinions also ee respect 
the ‘‘ and feelings 
Sere 
pression,” encouraging all 
viewpoints to be heard.

To the Editor: 

U.. S, Senate Bill No. 1 should 
be very disturbing to everyone 
in a democracy because of its 
vast implications regarding the 
freedom of the press. 

Individual freedoms are 
among the most highly im- 
portant rights guaranteed by 
our Constitution and Bill of 
Rights and any attempt to limit 
these individual rights should 
be met with total disdain. 

To attempt to restrict, in any 
way, the public's “right to 
know” is totally unacceptable. 

The halls of Congress should 
resound from the rever- 
berations of the public’s con- 
tempt for such a proposal, not 
exclusively because the rights 
of a reporter would be violated, 
but for a far more important 
reason — limiting the right of 
the public’s visibility of 
government. 

It is a well-known fact that 
different’ newspapers have 
different political persuasions; 
however, one can make an 
intelligent decision without bias 
on various matters only by 
observing and reading different 
viewpoints on the matter 

If it were not for a free press, 
who would be in the White 
House today?

“But no governmental 
agency, such as a school, may 
deprive a citizen (student) of 
rights Without due process of 
law. 

“Due process is afforded to 
guarantee that the accused 
person has a chance to present a 
defense, to explain the cir- 
cymstances of the alleged 
improper actions, or to attempt 
to prove innocence.

Such a concept is totally 
unacceptable to me and to most. 
other citizens of a democracy. 

Wednesday, July 30, 1975, is a 
day which should also go down 
in infamy since, as reported in 
the Congressional Quarterly, 
the 94th Congress in collusion 
with the Administration passed 
a “postal safety” bill in 24 hours 
which gave congressmen, 
senators and __ high-level 
bureaucrats who now make 
from $36,000 to $60,000 annually 
and higher, a pay raise. 

More importanily, there is an 
annual “cost of living” increase 
provision so that they, the ones 
voting on the bill, would not 
ever be affected by inflation. 

A covert effort was made by 
Congress and the

Yet, the 94th Congress and the 
Administration effectively 
prohibited the press’s ability to 
report this cowardly attempt to 
raise their own pay in secrecy. 

And they were successful, 
since anything a reporter might 
report on July 30 could hardly 
arouse public interest and 
public pressure before July 31, 
at which time it had already 
been passed. 


The President signed the bill 
into law on Sunday, Aug. 10. 

With such clearly insensitive 
actions by Congress and the 
Administration, I believe it is 
very clear that the 94th 
Congress is most sincere in its 
attempt to “muzzle the press.” 

‘The people must make it very. 
clear to Mr. Ford, their U. S, 
senators and their U. S. 
congressmen that taxpayers 
will not sit idly by while 
Congress and the 
Administration — who must feel 
that the taxpayers are mental 
paraplegics imit public 
scrutiny by their actions taken 
to pass the “postal safety” bill 
and their attempts to limit 
public visibility in U, S, Senate 
Bill 1, which will preclude the 
public's right to information. 

Further, the press, in concert, 
should do everything possible to 
protect not only their own rights 
but also the rights of the citizens 
for whom the press exists. 

It is ironic that the Bicen- 
tennial year would be the time 
chosen by Congress and the 
Administration to accomplish 
such ludicrous goals. It almost 
makes Watergate a ‘town 
meeting” by comparison. 

The public and the press 
should force Congress to repeal 
the pay raise and the annual 
protection from inflation, and 
also force a resounding defeat 
of Senate Bill 1

opinion has held that, prior to 
the imposition of a suspension, 
the following procedures shall 
be observed: 

1. “The suspending school 
official shall give the student 
oral or written notice of the 
charges and evidence to support 
the charges. 

2. “If the student denies the 
charges, an opportunity shall be 
given the student to present an 
explanation in a conference 
with the suspending school 
official. The school official shall 
then inform the student whether 
or not the suspension is to be 
imposed. 

“The court also stated that 
students whose presence poses 
a continuing danger to persons 
or property or an ongoing threat 
of disrupting the academic 
process may be immediately 
removed from school. In such 
eases, the requirements of 
notice and hearing shall follow 
as soon as practicable. 

“In expulsion cases: 

1. “The student and parents 
shall be notified of the reasons, 
including a copy of the rules and 
regulations allegedly violated, 
the length of the expulsion (not 
to exceed the current school 
term) and the date, time, and 
place of the school board 
hearing. 

2. “At the hearing by the 
board, the student has a right to 
counsel at his own expense, the 
right to question the person who 
made the recommendation to 
expel, the right to present and 


question witnesses, and the 
right to make a statement in his 
behalf. 

3. “If requested by the 
student, the parent or their 
representative, a transcript 
may be kept of the proceedings. 

4. “If the school board’s 
decision is to expel, the student 
and the student's parents shall 
be notified of the right of an 
appeal to the educational 
service region superintendent 
and then to the state superinten- 
dent of Education. 


“The basic differences in 
suspension and expulsion are: 

1. “A suspension is for a 
period not to exceed 10 school 
days; an expulsion is for a 
period inot to exceed the school 
term. 

2, “The dean of students, the 
principal or the district 
superintendent may suspend a 
student; only the local board of 
education may expel a student. 

3. “A student may be 
suspended prior to a hearing; a 
student may not be expelled 
until after a hearing. 

“In the interest of helping 
students, the school district 
may assist in providing or 
locating alternative educational 
opportunities for the suspended 
or expelled student.

Lunch cost policy 


Madison Community Unit 
District 12 has announced its 
policy for free meals, free milk, 
and reduced price meals for 
children unable to pay the full 
price of meals and milk served 
under the national school lunch 
and special milk programs. 

School officials have adopted 
the following family size and 
income criteria for determining 
eligibility: 

For a family of one, the limit 
of income for free meals and 
free milk is $3,230, while the 
limit on family income for 
reduced price meals is $4,520; 
family of two, $4,240 and $5,930; 
three, $5,250 and $7,350; four 
$6,260 and $8,770; five, $7,190 
and $10,060. 

Six, $8,110 and $11,360; seven, 
$8,950 and $12,530; eight, $9,790 
and $13,700; nine, $10,550 and 
$14,770; ten, $11,310 and $15,840; 
eleven, $12,060 and $16,890, and 
twelve, $12,810 and $17,940. For 
each additional family member 
the income limit for free meals 
and free milk increases $750, 
and for reduced price meals 
increases $1,050. 

Children from families whose 
income is at or below the levels 
shown are eligible for free 
meals, free milk, and reduced 
price’ meals. In addition, 
families not meeting these 
criteria but with other unusual 
expenses due to unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter costs

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Disease hampers corn 


By RON CORNWELL 
Extension Farm Adviser 

A new nematode disease of 
corn has ‘been found in Mlinois 
this year. The disease has been 
encountered in coarse, 
nonorganic sands along present 
or ancient river courses of 
Western Illinois and 
Southeastern Iowa. It has had a 
devastating effect on the early 
season growth of corn in those 
areas. 

The problem is caused by a 
species of the needle nematode. 
The disease is characterized by 
severe stunting and mild 
chlorosis/of the top growth of 
corn. Patches of affected plants 
occur in fields of otherwise 
normal looking corn. The 
patches of stunted plants are in 
contrast to the more general 
stunting caused by root worms. 

The root systems of affected 
plants show varying degrees of 
yellowing, gnarling, stubbiness 
and multiple branching of 
primary and secondary roots. 
There is a decrease in the 
number of feeding roots. 
Anyone observing these type 
symptoms in corn should 
contact the Cooperative 
Extension office in Edward- 
sville. 

+++ 

The western corn rootworm 
was found during early August 
in St. Clair County for the first 
time. The western rootworm 
has been found in most counties 
north of a line from St. Louis to 
Charleston. It never has been 
reported in Madison County. 

Since the insect has been 
found in St. Clair County, it 
most likely is present in 
Madison County, The western 
rootworm adult is a black and 
yellow striped beetle and does

considerable damage to corn 
plants. Anyone finding,, a 
western rootworm adult in 
Madison County should contact 
the Cooperative Extension 
office.

A few years ago, a farmer 
raising wheat had to seed wheat 
after the fly free date because 
most wheat -varieties didn’t 
have resistance to the Hessian 
fly. With the improved varieties 
available today, most are at 
least partially resistant to the 
Hessian fly, enabling farmers to 
plant wheat earlier in the fall. 

Early ting has its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. 
Early planting can give added 
growth in the fall, but this can 
create problems. In many years 
disease will be a greater 
problem in early seeded wheat. 
Susceptible varieties are 
subject to Hessian fly attack 
when seeded early. 

Fly free date for Madison 
County is Oct. 7 to 9. Hessian fly 
susceptible varieties must be 
seeded after this date while fly 
resistant varieties can be 
seeded before fly date. It is not 
recommended that wheat be 
seeded over ten days to two 
weeks ahead of fly date. 

The normal wheat seeding 
rate recommended is one and a 
half bushels per acre. There is 
no advantage to using a heavier 
rate unless wheat is to be 
seeded very late in the fall.

Court regulates price 
quotations on gasoline 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott has announced 
that an agreement to eliminate 
misleading advertising of 
gasoline prices by service 
stations in Illinois has been filed 
in Cook County Circuit Court. 

‘The agreement, reached by 
the attorney general’s office, 
the Illinois Department of 
Agriculture, and three gasoline 
wholesalers, was filed with 
Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Arthur L. Dunne, who 
made it a court order. 

The court-ordered agreement 
ends a suit by the three oil 
companies, Cheker Oil Co., Go- 
ane Service Stations, Inc., and 
Disco Oil Co., all Illinois cor- 
porations, The oil wholesalers 
had sought an injunction to 
prevent the state agricultural 
department from enforcing a 
ruling that displayed or ad- 
vertised prices must equal the 
price stated on the gasoline 
pumps. The Agricultural 
department enforces weight 
and measure legislation 

Scott said that under the 
agreement, all gasoline 
retailers in’the state may ad- 
vertise gasoline prices in one of 
two ways: 

By displaying a price per 
gallon equal to the price per 
gallon on the gasoline pumps 
and marked ‘‘all taxes in- 
cluded; 

Or, by displaying a price per 
gallon’ which includes the 
federal excise tax and Illinois 
motor fuel tax only, with the 
designation ‘‘plus sales tax,” 
and the total amount of sales 
tax and Regional Tran- 
sportation Authority tax, if any, 
stated below. 

If the sales tax is listed 
separately, the letters and 
numerals on such designation 
myst be solid black on bright 
yellow background, and must 
meet a minimum height and 
width requirement 

For instance, if the height of 


the price numerals without the 
sales tax is 12 inches, the 
minimum height of the added 
tax must be one-third of that, 
and the minimum width of each 
letter three-eighths of aninch. A 
graduated scale regulates 
height and width for larger 
displays. 

Scott said the agreement 
should help Illinois consumers 
by preventing misleading ad- 
vertising of gasoline prices 
throughout the state. ; 

Calvin Campbell, chief of 
Scott's Revenue Litigation 
Division handled the suit for the 
attorney general's office.
